ANACS provides two types of service — Authenti- 
cation and Grading. All items received at ANACS are 
given individual registry numbers, photographed, 
and weighed for the permanent ANACS files. The 
items are examined, using stereo microscopes, and 
specific gravity tests are performed on those items 
that warrant the additional testing. Only then is a 
decision made as to whether the item is genuine or 
not. If genuine, and if grading has been requested, the 
grade is determined at that time utilizing the ANA 
Grading Standards for United States Coins. If the item 
requires further examination by outside consultants 
for either authenticity or grade, the item will be for- 
warded to a recognized authority in that particular 
field and the submitter will be notified of the delay. 

When grading is desired on a numismatic item that 
has already been certified, the grading fee and 
ANACS photographic certificate must be sent with 
the item along with return postage and registered 
mail fees. Only authenticated coins will be consid- 
ered for grading opinions. 


At the present time ANACS is not able to: 


(a) Provide the basis and names of consultants used 
in arriving at the final decision. 

(b) Grade items that have not, or cannot, be 
authenticated. 

(c) Estimate values, research background or history, 
or attribute numismatic items. 

(d) Recommend dealers or numismatic authorities. 

(e) Buy or sell any numismatic item. 

(f) Authenticate or grade any numismatic item on 
the basis of a photograph or rubbing. 

(g) Accept responsibility for the return of special 
holders. All items must be submitted in easy 
access holders. 

(h) Authenticate any legal tender currency. 


Any numismatic item sent to ANACS for authenti- 
cation will be returned to the sender with one of the 
following opinions: 

(a) Genuine. A photographic certification by 
ANACS will accompany the item.

(b) Cannot be certified. This means that the item has 
been altered, is counterfeit, or is otherwise not 
genuine. Maximum base fee is $50, plus return 
postage and registered mail fees. 


(c) No decision. Occasionally, because of excessive 
circulation wear, corrosion, damage or other 
factors, a definite conclusion cannot be reached. 
The entire remittance, will be returned. 


(d) Modern replica. ANACS defines the term mod- 
ern replica to be those items that are made of base 
metals, sometimes goldine or silver plated, and 
sold as souvenirs or novelties. Only the 
minimum base fee, plus return postage and 
registered mail fees, will be charged. 


Any numismatic item sent to ANACS for grading 
will be returned with the determined grade stated on 
the ANACS photo certificate. A separate grade for 
each side of the item will be given, i.e. MS 60/\MS 63, 
with the obverse grade followed by the reverse grade. 


The American Numismatic Association Certifica- 
tion Service (ANACS) is one of the services of the 
federally chartered, educational, non-profit Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association. The ANACS staff 
examines and makes non-destructive tests on 
numismatic items and furnishes the person submit- 
ting an item with a statement of opinion of the item’s 
genuineness and grade. 

These services are available to anyone, whether 
ANA member or not, for a fee that helps to reimburse 
the ANA for the costs of maintaining ANACS and its 
operations. A schedule of fees and an application for 
certification is included with this brochure. 


How to Submit 


Fill out a Request for Certification form (see back 

of pamphlet) for each item. Please type or print 

legibly. The following information must be 

included: 

(a) Name and mailing address, including your 
zip code. Phone numbers are often helpful. 

(b) Description of item, such as: country of 
issue, denomination, date, mintmark, 
metal, initials of mintmaster or assayer, 
signatures, etc. If you believe that your item 
has seldom-seen characteristics or signifi- 
cant features, please describe them. 

(c) Name of source from whom item was ac- 
quired, if known. 

(d) Value you place on item (essential for in- 
surance purposes). 

(e) Amount of remittance accompanying the

item (ANACS fee, insurance or registered 
mail fee, and return postage). 

2. Place each item in a suitable holder. 

3. Place the holders or envelopes containing the 
items inside a mailer designed for the purpose, 
or in a folded cardboard. 

4. Put the wrapped protected item(s), along with 
the request form(s) and remittance made payable 
to ANACS, in a suitable mailing container. 

5. Address the shipment to: ANA Certification 
Service, 818 N. Cascade Ave., Colorado Springs, 
CO 80903. 

6. Registered mail is recommended for maximum 
protection. Check with your postmaster as to the 
limit of liability for lost mail. Be sure to keep 
your registered mail receipts. 

7. Items may be submitted in person to, and picked 
up from, the ANACS offices if such arrange- 
ments are made in advance. 


Time Involved 
for Service 


Due to recent increased volume, coins may take 
up to 6 to 8 weeks for examination. A photographic 
certificate of the item, if genuine, and the item itself 
will be returned together to the sender. The photo 
certificate will show the grade of the item, if 
grading is requested. 

If additional time and/or expense will be needed 
to certify and grade the item, the sender will be 
advised. If additional time and expense is not 
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agreeable, the item will be returned promptly, 
without certification. 

Numismatic items submitted to ANACS will be 
returned to the sender unless ANACS is directed to 
do otherwise in writing. 


Photographic 
Service 


ANACS has its own photographic facilities and dark- 
room and can provide photos for research, display or 
other educational uses of those items submitted for 
certification. Minimal fees are charged for enlarge- 
ments, in any size up to 8 x 10 inches, of either full 
obverses, full reverses, or details photographed 
through the microscope. The person requesting the 
photographs must specify the area to be enlarged. 
Cost of this additional service is available upon 
request. 
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
